DECISIVE STEPS TO 


END MINERS’ STRIKE 


GENITORS HEAR PRESIDENT IN* 


TENDS TO VCT IE END DOES 


NOT ( OME IN 30 DAYS 


Washington,

13.- 
President 
Harding, according to senators who 
have their ears to the ground in the 
coal strike situation, is likely to make 
a deeisive move In the near future to 
bring the coni strike to an end. 
Such a move, it is reported, is being 
seriously considered, to bo launched 
within 30 days if the strike is not over 
by that time. 
Although governm ent officials have 
asserted that they could see no official 
way to end the strike they are becom­ 
ing increasingly apprehensive over the 
situation and the serious fuel problem 
that will face the people next fall un­ 
less something is done to get out more 
coal. 
Pressure to bring about government 
action Is therefore very strong and 
will become si Tonger as the days go 
by, 
Iii line with the recently expressed 
Idea of Senator Lenroot that the gov­ 
ernment should operate enough mines 
ta prevent a coal shortage, one of the 
plans which I h suggested and 
which, 
It Is understood, has been laid before 
the administration, Is to name a strong 
commission to examine into the con­ 
troversy lint ween m iners and operators 
announce a conclusion 
and 
propose 
terms for a settlement. 
The president would then, 
accord­ 
ing to this plan, 
advise miners and 
operators of Hie commission’s conclu­ 
sions and insist upon a settlement. 
If 
none followed promptly, steps would 
lie taken for governm ent operation of 
enough mines to 
protect tile 
public 
from loss aud suffering.

The ladies of the Garden 
Flower Society will endeavor to secure the enactment of a law 
forbidding the sale of the moccasin flower and promoting its con­ 
servation.

THE State Agricultural lh portent is warning the farmers1 in 
Central Minnesota to be on their guard th protect their fields 
a era inst sew thistle, which has been discovered in a number of 
fields in Benton and Stearns counties. 
Experts declare that one 
plant of how thistle will bear enough seed to cover an entire field 
the fcQlewing year, and t he weed is a bad one th contend with. 
However, it is explained that if care is given when the first 
signs of sew thistle are noted, and the plants uprooted, the spread 
of the weed can be prevented, 
lf not discovered during the first 
season, the task of eradication will be a difficult one. 
The farmers are urged to be1 on the* look-out for the weed and 
lo take immediate steps to eradicate the same when it is discovered.
